Vishwaroopa Darsanam starts with Srishti and ends in Pralayam. Not particular form 
appeared and disappeared. 


Sun + Moon — Eyes of Lord 

Ears — 10 directions. 

Earth — Feet of Lord. 

Vayu — Prana of Lord. 

Vishvarupa in front of us available all the time, divine manifestation. 

We do not have the attitude and reverance in looking at world as Bagawan. In idol, 
we see divinity but not in the world. 


Develop reverence to creation. Manifestation of Lord is divinisation process, 
attitudinal change born of understanding. This alone called Divya Chakshu.

c) Bagawan cruel if responsible for differences in instruments.

Human conflict proof for presence of freewill. Cow lives by instinct — vegetarian 
e) We wont require dharma shastra if we had no freewill — Gita Redundant.
